, gave 4 dinner some months ago. The 
jnyitations burlesqued the pooster clubs. They 
were printed upon stationery bearing the letter- 
head: “The University of Hlincis; Manufacturers 
of and distributors of high grade culture; Educa- 
tion with a wallop. Assets, $10,500,000; Liabilities, 
10,500 students.” The letter was in that tone. It 
wound up with the appeal: “ Buy a bleck of cul- 
ture; one hundred per cent satisfaction. guwar- 
anteed.” | 

Eventually one of the invitations came to the 
desk of Mr. H. lL. Mencken, who, besides contrib- 
uting to this newspaper, edits a magazine. Mr. 
Mencken, it should be noted, discovered how funny 
the boosters are. He raised the flag over that joke 
long before Mr. Sinclair Lewis staked out Babbitt. 
Mr. Mencken stil] laughs at bis @xe and he thinks 
he is the only one who really apprétiates it. He 
didn't guspect the boys were spoofing and 
reprinted their letter in the section of his magazine 
devoted to documentary evidence of American 
stupidity. He introduced it with an editorial note 
characterizing it as proving the “triumph of 
Rotary at the University of Illinois.” 

The Detroit Free Press came next. The editor 
read the letter in Mencken’s magazine. There are 
ample internal evidences ‘of the hoax, but appar- 
ently the editor of the Free Press did not ques- 
tion the serious purpoge of the letter. It bore the 
Mencken signature to attest its genuineness and 
that was enough. The Free Press’ editor cut loose. 
He quoted Cardinal Newman on education. His 
editorial is leaded with balanced sentences and 


orous protest was made by Secretary Hay against 
discriminatory treatment of Jews in Roumania 
where they were probibited to own jand or eyen 
to cultivate it as common laborers, which, he 
gaid, attacked ‘the inherent right of man as 
a breadwinner.”

What we cannot 
understand is this: When Americans in foreign 
countries experience jacial discrimination, the 
American government makes a protest and asserts 


‘their rights; but when a Japanese in America 


the Japanese government has no right to inter- 
fere.” 

This is a rather Iboge and inaccurate statement 
of the American position on exclusion. In the 
first place, we do not deny the right or the 
propriety of protest by the Japanese government 
to the United States government against laws 
affecting Japanese subjects under our fag. That 
is a proper gubject of the foreign relations of 
the two nations concerned, the United Statge and 
Japan. But ft is not, as the Japanese are trying 
‘to make it, an international subject in which 
‘we recognize the right or duty of any other 
nations to interyene or any general international 
agency to adjudicate. We assert and shall de 
fend our right as a sovereign power to say who 
shall become American citizens, who and upon 
what terms shall enter and remain within our 
gates.

In the chemical laboratory the 
amount of protein is determined, but 
that is not sufficient for the miller; he 
muat also know the quality of the 
gluten, the important part of the pro- 
tein. Kansas hard wheat, for instance, 
probably runs from 9%.75 per cent to 
21.8 per cent of protein, with most of 
it running from 11 to 14 per cent. A 
13 per cent protein wheat should like- 
ly contain from 12 to 12% per cent of 
gluten. 

The chemical test does not show the 
millers or baker the quality of the 
‘gluten. This is determined by actually 
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14 cents a buchel above the market 
price for wheat containing 15 per cent 
protein, according to market experts. 
Since farmers have learned atout this 
they want to know who pockets the 
extra money paid by the miller for 
hard wheat that runs high in protein. 
In Kansas state laboratories have been 
established for the purpose of testing 
wheat for the farmers who send in 
smnall samples. 

L. A. Fitz, a milling expert at the 


‘Kansas State College of Agriculture, 


says that farmers who have hard *win- 
ter wheat would do well to have its 
making and baking ‘value determined, 
and sel] on this basis rather than upon 
ordinary commercial grades. ‘“‘ Wheat 
producers who are keenly alert upon 
this subject have an opportunity. to 
make a profit for themselves,” he says.

There is need for just such a move- 
ment as that sponsored by Edna Sib- 
ley Tipton in a neat little book just out 
under the name, “‘ Reducing Menus for 
the Hostess.”” The author tells you in- 
numerable ways by which you can fool 
your guests into thinking they are 
having the time of their young lives 
by putting the quietus on what under 
other circumstances might be a loud 
and urgent appeal for fapd. 

To make unsatisfying foods satisfy- 
ing, Mrs. Tipton provides the quite 
plausible theory that they require the 
art of a decorator. A jaded appetite, 
she says, which remains untempted 
even by the choicest delicacies, is apt 
to succumb to the commonest foods 
if they be charmingly presented. 

It is so easy to garnish platter, plate 
and food that no well-brought-up plate 
should be served au naturel. To give 
an idea of what you may do with 
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meats, salads and fish, the author 
makes these garnish suggestions: 

“ Water cress ‘ nests,’ filled with car- 
rot ‘eggs’; water cress baskets filled 
with orange sections; carrot balls com- 
bined with water cress; tiny beets on 
celery leaves; carrot ‘cups,’ filled with 
French peas; asparagus tips in green 
pepper rings, in red pepper rings; hard 
boiled eggs and pimentos; ripe olives 
and orange sections combined; vege- 
tables cut in fancy shapes.” 

Desserts may be served as or on 
flower petals—entire flowers, with 
trailing vines, or accompanying mint 
leaves dusted with powdered sugar, 
or crushed ice embellished with color- 
ful pebbles, shells or flowers,

All this applies to the 
period before real love begins. After 
that, a woman desires that a man 
be responsive to her and cold to all 
others. 

Success in winning a girl, after all, 
depends on the study of the girl's per- 
sonality. Our adviser urges men to 
learn this, and play up to it. It would 
be as absurd to suggest a line of con- 
duct for winning a girl, without know- 
ing anything about the girl, as to offer 
one for winning a football game, with- 
out knowing anything about the other 
team, 

Keeping Best Foot Forward. 

“But there are two indispensable 
prerequisites,” says Popenoe. “The 
first is propinquity. One who rarely 
sees a girl cannot hope to make much 
impression on her. The second is to 
keep the best foot forward. If all the 
impressions a man makes are favor- 
able, a girl is bound gradually to build 
up a favorable picture of him. He 
must always be sympathetic, take an 
interest in her point of view, strive to 
be and deserve to be her confidant.

the kind women admire, and if there is 
mutual sympathy as regards aims, sim- 
ilarity of habits, and outlook on life, 
a man should be in a position to make 
a girl at least admire and respect him. 
This is a first step and a long one, in 
Popenoe’s opinion, since intelligent 
girls usually let such respect and ad- 
miration precede any strong emotional 
interest on their part.

Tracing the Charm 


of the Paris Opera 


By Edward Moore. 


ARIS.—[Specia] Correspondence.J—In the first place, 
let me apologize for ever having suggested, or even 
thought, that Saint-Saéns’ “ Samson et Dalila” is, out- 
side of its strictly musical qualities, a tiresome work. 
Having heard it at the Opéra, I have formed an entirely new 
Opinion of its dramatic and per- 
haps its scenic possibilities. It 
was like finding a new mental 
“slant in an old acquaintance, and 
this though the performance as to 
its solo manifestations was merely 
respectable, seldom brilliant, and 
as infrequently evil. 

The Académie Nationale de 
Musique et de Dance, otherwise 
the Paris Opéra, has been de 
scribed so frequdntly in guide 
books and elsewhere that I am 
not going to try to go over their 
ground here. For one thing, there 
is so much of it that I should not 
care to attempt the job except 
after weeks of being on the spot. 
It is enough to say that every 
picture of it yet printed is all 
wrong. In the pictures you get 
an impression of ornate fussiness. 
In reality there has been such generosity of space in its con- 
.struction that what you feel is ornate grandeur, restfulness, 
and calm serenity. With the pictures in my mind, I fully 
expected to find myself crowded and breathless tn going up 
the grand staircase. I was surprised to find myself uplifted 
spiritually as well as physically, and quite put into the mood 
for the performance to come. It was fully proof against the 
minor frritations of being obliged to pay for a program to 
find out who was to sing, one of the strange customs of this 
land, or of awaiting the attention of an elderly fermtnine 
nuisance who points out two perfectly obvious seats and ex- 
pects a tip for so doing. ' 

It ia best to yield to the custom as gracefully as possi- 
ble, because it saves temper. The’ payment of two francs, 
a little less than ten cents in present exchange, extracts an 
apparently grateful “ merci bien, monsieur,” and the elderly 
cripple disappears, to annoy you no more that evening.

There was in one of the draw- 
ing rooms—and there were several 
drawing rooms—what looked like a 
curtained doorway, but was really a 
huge mirror, hung with velvet dra- 
peries, looped back. Many were the 
hapless mortals who, advancing to this 
seeming entrance to another room, 
ducked and dodged themselves until 
finally, -covered with confusion, they 
realized that the ungainly ducking and 
dodging individual approaching was 
none other than themselves,
